2—Determine the date of re- 
assembling of the conference.

Commander Settle, winner of 
numerous balloon races for the 
US Navy, is completing plans 
for an ascent into the frigid re 
gion of the upper skies known as 
the stratosphere With a balloon 
both larger and lighter than that 
used by Prof Auguste Piccard 
Belgian scientist, Commander Set 
tle hopes to better the record of 
nearly 101% miles set by Piccard 
over Furope last year 

Settle’s flight will be made from 
Chicago early in July as a feature 
of the Century of Progress Exh 
bition, which is financine it A 
scientist chosen by the Universit 
of Chicago will accompany him to 
make observations at various alti 
tudes and study cosmic rays 

Like Piccard and his assistant 
Settle and his companion will make 
their voyage into the skies in an 
air-tight ball suspended from their 
balloon. This is necessary to pro 
tect them from the bitter cold and 
|\lack of oxygen encountered at 
high altitudes hey will carry 
tanks of oxygen in the ball and 
release it as needed 
“As High as We Can” 

Settle’s balloon will have a ca 
pacity of 600,000 cubic feet of hy 
drogen gas as compared with 500 900 
feet in the Piccard balloor More 
over, the ball in which the two 
Americans will ride, seven feet in 
diameter, will be made of magnes 
ium alloy, one-fourth ligh than 
aluminun 

Since we will have a ballcon 
that is both bigger and lighter than

When weather is favorable, Set 
tle and his assistant will take off 
from Chicago about midnight. At

Estimate Huge 
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NO ELECTIONS THIS FALL 

Despatches from Ottawa say arrange- 
ments are being made to hold bye-elect- 
ions to fill vacancies in the membership 
of the House of Commons. One Saskatche- 
wan constituency and two ridings in 
Quebec are without representation. 

That means there will be no general 
elections this fall; another result, prob- 
ably, of the failure of the world economic 
conference. Had that gathering reached 
agreements involving wide changes in nat- 
ional policies it would have been quite in 
order that the voters of Canada should 
be given an opportunity to elect a new 
house to consider whether these should be 
ratified. 

It is conceivable, too, that the Govern- 
ment would have welcomed the opportun- 
ity to go to the country at a time when 
international problems and agreements 
could be made the subjects of attention; 
rather than wait a year and have to 
appeal for support on the ground that its 
trade policy has been a success and that 
it has made good the undertaking to 
abolish unemployment. 

The conference, however, failed. That 
destroys the occasion for an election. It 
can be believed that it also destroys any 
impulse to go to the country just now, in 
view of the issues upon which the verdict 
would be given. 


THE TIME TO “PEG”? 

The price of wheat has been “pegged” 
in the United States, minimum figures be- 
ing set below which it may not be offered 
for sale in the grain exchanges. 

That somewhat changes the situation 
with respect to “pegging” in Canada. A 
year ago parliament was strongly 
urged to set a minimum price, consider- 
ably higher than the then prevailing 
market price. That was refused, on the 
ground that the risk to the national trea- 
sury would be too great. The taxpayers 
would stand to lose the spread between 
the market price and the fixed price. 

Conditions have radically changed in 
the meantime. The market price is now 
higher than the figure which the Govern- 
ment was asked to set as a minimum a 
year ago. The whole force of international 
sentiment is for higher, not lower prices. 
That is recognized to be a necessity to 
world recovery. 

Pegging now, at about the present mar- 
ket price, would involve little apparent 
risk to the taxpayers, and would give the 
market a stability which it showed last 
week to be badly needed. The proposal to 
peg in an attempt to force prices upward 
was one thing. Pegging to hold a gain 
that has actually been made is something 
quite different. 

The United States has taken that means 
to check panics and prevent prices plung- 
ing. Canada might well follow the lead, 
and thus assure the farmer that the mar- 
ket will not go to pieces when he starts to 
sell the new crop.

5.66 PER CENT FOR RELIEF 
FUNDS 

The Provincial Government has sold an 
issue of $1,000,000 of twenty year bonds 
The taxpayers will be glad to know they 
were sold to Canadian buyers, and pre- 
sumably there is no foolish clause in the 
agreement making them payable on de- 
mand in United States dollars, Italian liras 
or Japanese yens 

The bonds bear interest at four per cent. 
But they were sold at a discount, which 
makes the rate payable on the money 
received 5.66 per cent. That is better than 
some other provinces have been doing in 
the financial markets, Manitoba having to 

y 6.27 per cent. on an issue of $3,500,- 
boo recently sold. 

The proceeds of the sale are to be used 
mainly to finance unemployment relief, 
the borrowing being done in the market 
instead of from the Dominion Govern- 
ment, which has been the source of supply 
in recent years. The inference is that the 
Dominion either would not lend the money 
or demanded a rate of interest approxim- 
ating 6 per cent. 

That seems incredible, But it is equally 
incredible that the province would have 
borrowed elsewhere if it could have got 
the money from the Dominion at anything 
less than 5.66 per cent.

“SCARCE MONEY” A MYTH 


Scarcity of money is, of course, the 
understood and accepted reason why the 
Jasper Highway is not being completed 
this year, as it is the offered and accepted 
reason why a thousand other construction 
jobs in Canada are being left undone while 
some hundreds of thousands of men are 
being supported by direct relief. 

Of course provincial money is scarce, 
and there are other more thickly settled 
parts of the province where roads are bad 
and need building. But the Jasper High- 
way is not an undertaking of purely pro- 
vincial concern, The Dominion, admittedly 
or not, is an interested party, and stands 
to gain through its construction. 

A national park is at the far end of the 
projected highway. That was the reason 
for the road being planned in the first 


place. The Dominion should in fairness 
come in on the cost, as a matter of 
business, 


And there is certainly no such scarcity 
of money at Ottawa as makes it impossible 
to finance the completion of the undertak- 
ing this summer. Money is available there, 
or can be made available, in any quantity 
required, for “direct relief.’ So far as 
known no province has yet appealed to 
Ottawa for direct relief money and been 
told there is none available. The scarce 
money argument therefore simply does 
not fit in this case. 

Ottawa owes it to Alberta and to itself 
to help finish the Jasper Highway, would 
save itself a considerable amount of relief 
money by putting the job in hand now, 
and can get the money for that purpose as 
easily as it gets money for “doles” to the 
men who could and gladly would do the 
work. It is not scarcity of money that is 
holding up the Jasper Highway.

Tomorrow's text will be selected by Rev. W. W. Eifert, St. John’s Lutheran Church, Trochu,

1. Serve unpasteurized and un- 
cooked milk where possible It is 
much superior to the same article 
after it has been heated 

2. Pasteurized milk should be 
avoided where possible and whole 
milk taken in its place because 
of its richer vitamin value 

I have consulted a number of 
practical dairy men on the ques- 
tion and they admit that it would 
be impossible to produce as cheap 
as the city could, because of the 
expense of securing water. 

The city cannot refuse on ac- 
count of finance when they have 
paid out for relief costs, for the 
first six months in 1933, $526,919 
with 2,157 families receiving re- 
lief. Put them to work clearing 
and brushing land and building 
those dairies and if the mayor 
and council are anxious to reduce 
the taxes, call a public meeting 
and get the views of the electors.

POISON IVY 


From a bulletin issued by the Department of 


Agriculture, Ottawa: Many a holiday has been 
made wretched by contact with poison ivy, and to 
persons who cannot identify this noxious plant 


there is little comfort in the caution to keep away 
from it or from people. clothing, tools or anything 
that has been touched by it. To begin with, the 
leaves of the poison ivy are arranged in threes 
after the manner of those of the strawberry, but 
unlike the strawberry leaves, they are smooth and 
firm, sometimes leathery, with the edges dented 
here and there, or, in other words, sparingly coarse- 
toothed. In these respects they are somewhat like 
the leaves of the Virginia creeper, which are, how- 
ever, borne in fives. Early in the summer, incon- 
spicuous clusters of small white flowers arise from 
the axils of the leaves, and are followed, on some 
plants, by round whitish fruits about the size of a 
pea. The fruits are fleshy at first but later become 
firm and dry, in which condition they may be seen 
all through the following winter 

Generally, the plant is of low bushy growth. bu 
sometimes it is found trailing in the leaf mould 
Occasionally it climbs fences, and at other times 
it reaches a considerable height on trees On 
farmed land it is confined to fence borders and 
places not reached by tillage It is particularly 
prevalent in rocky situations least likely to be 
disturbed by man, and while it is widely distri- 
buted across Canada (and southward) complaints 
are most numerous from Ontario and adjacent parts 
of Quebec, especially from the lake and highland 
regions so attractive to campers and summer cot- 
tagers. Poison ivy, its eradication, and treatment 
of poisoning are fully dealt with in a pamphlet 
which may pe obtained free from the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, Ottawa Only 
one of the principal treatments may be mentioned 
here 

The treatment most widely recommended at the 
present time is to daub the affected parts with a 
3 per cent solution of potassium permanganate, or 
paint with iodine tincture. Once the blisters have 
appeared, all rubbing should be avoided and care 
should be taken to localize infection by painting 
iodine around the edges of the sores, and by using 
compresses soaked in a 2 per cent solution of 
aluminium acetate, alcoholic solution of sugar of 
lead (50 to 70 per cent rubbing alcohol), or any 
other cooling substance (baking soda, boric acid 
solution). In persistent cases the treatment may be 
varied by the use of ointments (zinc, etc.) These 
latter may be removed again by sponging with hot 
scapy water. Dry baking powder or boracic acid 
must not be put on oozing sores because they cause 
the sores to be sealed over with a hard crust, this 
aggravating conditions. while frequent exposure to 
air brings temporary relief Contrary to wide- 
spread opinion, recurrence of poisoning symptoms 
does not take place from year to year without 
fresh exposure to ivy

MILK DIET FOR STOMACH ULCERS 

About five out of ten cases of stomach ulcer wi!) 
report such digestive disturbances as nausea and 
vomiting, and nearly all of them report having 
noted belching, flatulency, a gnawing sensation, a 
bloated feeling and other dis. 
turbances which show that dj). 
gestion is not going on normally 

The symptom that may be 
most frightening to the patient is 
the vomiting of blood Th 
bleeding is caused by a tearing 
open of small blood vessels lo. 
cated near the ulcer. If the blood 
remains a long time in the stom. 
ach before being vomited, it 
may have a dark brown color 
like coffee grounds; but, if 
vomited early, it may be a bright 
red. If it passes on through the 
Dr. F. McCoy pody, it may appear the next 
day as a black tarry consistency of the stools. The 
vomiting of blood does not necessarily indicate 
stomach ulcers since it is possible for one to swal- 
low blood, say, as from a bleeding in back of the 
nose which may afterwards appear in the sub 
stance vomited. Usually a small amount of hem- 
orrhaging from the stomach is not noticed, but the 
patient may lose a large amount of blood if the 
hemorrhaging is severe. Few people die fiom tt 
cause although the gradual and continued loss of 
blood may induce anemia 

There should always be an examination with the 
x-ray whenever stomach ulcers are suspected for 
it constitutes the only definite method of diagno- 
sis. An emergency treatment for one who is bleed- 


ing from gastic ulcer is to have the patient lie 
flat on the back and place cold or ice packs on the 
stomach, keeping him as quiet as possible until the 
physician arrives 

As I stated in yesterday's article, I believe the 
milk diet is the best that can be used to allow the 
inflamed surface of the lucer to heal. Ordinary 
foods or foods containing roughage might serve to 
prevent the healing by causing a rubbing on the 
ulcer, and the acid fruit juices would cause a 
burning sensation. Milk is valuable in that it seems 
to act as a salve or coating on the ulcer, thus pre- 
injury through friction as the stomach 
churns. Milk also serves the purpose of absorbing 
the digestive juices so that they do not act on the 


vening 


sore ulcer surface 

The best method for taking the milk diet is to 
use an eight ounce glass of milk every hour during 
the day and night while awake. The milk should 
be raw and sweet and slightly warmed by placing 
the glass in a pan of water which is warm but not 
hot enough to burn the hands. The milk should 
be sipped slowly through a straw and taken exact- 
ly on the hour intervals. No water should be added 
The taking of milk at irregular periods does not 
agree with most cases and is apt to lead to some 
indigestion, and the one suffering from stomach 
ulcers dare not be so careless. After being on the 
milk diet for some time, the stomach usually be- 
comes a very good time clock and will tell the 
patient almost to the dot when the hour is up and 
it is time for another glass 

Holstein milk is the best to use, but, if this is 
not obtainable and it is found necessary to use a 
milk that has thick yellow cream, it is better to 
remove about half of this heavy cream. The raw 
milk is better for the purpose than pasteurized 
but it should be of a certified kind. If the raw 
milk is not obtainable, then, of course, the pasteur- 
ized would have to be used, and a small amount of 
lemon or orange juice should be added to the milk 
or shaken with it. The milk and cream diet which 
is given by many authorities is very rich and often 
brings about liver and gall bladder trouble. I have 
found the plain milk is better for the average 
In some cases it is advisable to add a half 
teaspoonful of milk of magnesia to each glass of 
milk. This is useful in the beginning in 
where the stomach irritation is excessive, but it 
need not be continued after the irritation subsides
